Hamlin, in fact, has had plenty o f 
beef o n hand thro ug ho ut the past 
3 1 mo nths, but supplies o f po rk at 
times hav e been v ery sho rt. 
Secretary o f Ag riculture Clinto n 
Anderso n made anno uncements o n 
rev o katio n o f meat and sho rtening 
ratio ning in Washing to n Friday .

THE IMPORTANCE OF FAITH 
A subject that is as freq uently mentioned in the Bible as 
the subject of faith must be indeed important. 
It is so important 
that no one can be well pleasing to God without faith. 
“And 
without faith it is impossible to be well-pleasing unto Him; for 
he that cometh to God must believe that He is, and that He is 
a rewarder of them that seek after Him” (Hebrews 11:6). Here 
we hav e the importance of faith emphasized. 
No one can please 
God without faith, and no one can come to God without faith. 
Pleasing God and coming to God for salv ation are ex ceedingly 
im portant; so faith is as important as pleasing God and coming 
to God. 
“For y e are all sons of God, through faith, in Christ 
Jesus. 
For as many of y ou as were baptized into Christ did 
put on Christ’’ (Galatians 3:26-27). 
This prov es that no one 
can become a child of God without faith; therefore, faith is as 
im portant as becoming a child of God. 
If one can determine 
how important it L to became a child of God, that one can 
determine the importance of faith. 
Moreover, one is in a state 
of condemnation without faith. 
Jesus, in giv ing the commission 
to His disciples, said: “ Go y e into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to the whole creation. 
He that believ eth and is baptized 
shill be sav ed: but he that disbeliev eth shall be condemned” 
(Mark 16:15-16). 
Unbelief brings one into the state of con­ 
demnation: unbelief brings damnation upon any one. 
The gospel 
is preached that people may hear it and believe it. 
When one 
hears it, but refuses to believ e it, the just condemnation of God 
rests upon that one. 
“He that believ eth on Him is not judged: 
he that believ eth not hath been judged already , because he hath 
not believ ed on the name of the only begotten Son of God” (John 
3:18 ). 
It is impossible for us to f ully appreciate the importance 
of faith in the serv ice of God. 
HOW MANY FAITHS? 
This seems to be an important phase of the subject, “Faith.” 
“There is one body , and one spirit, even as also y e were called 
in one hope of y our calling; one Lord, ONE FAITH, one bap­ 
tism, one God and Father of all, who is ov er all, and through 
all, and in all” (Ephesians 4:4-6). 
So the New Testament de­ 
clares that there is but “ONE FAITH.” 
There is but one gospel 
co be preached. 
The truths of God remain the same; the facts 
of the gospel—death, burial, resurrection of Christ—remain the 
same. 
The evidence upon which faith is founded remains the 
same; therefore, there can be only one faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
This faith may be “weak” (Romans 4:19 -20); it may be 
“dead” (Jemas 2:17); it may be “great” (Matthew 8 :10); it 
may “grow” (II Corinthians 10:15, Thessalonians 1:3). 
The 
New Testament teaches that this one faith may be weak, little, 
dead, gre^t; that disciples may be full of faith, hav e a propor­ 
tion of faith, their faith increased, and that their faith may grow. 
Faith blesses when it leads to obedience.
